CBCB-TV-2 in British Columbia is a CBC- 
owned translator which had been relaying 
privately-owned CKPG-TV Prince George. 
The latter station has disaffiliated from the 
CBC, and the CBC has told the CRTC they 
do not intend to spend the money to 
arrange a new programming feed for this 
transmitter. They say the vast majority of 
viewers in the station's service area have 
cable or satellite and already receive CBC 
programming that way. 


The previous of WFUP-45 in Michigan had 
informed the FCC they didn't plan to build 
a DTV facility for their station — they would 
allow WFUP to go dark in 2009. The 
station was later sold, and the new owners 
have a different idea. They've asked the 
FCC to assign the station's analog channel 
45 as its permanent DTV channel and 
allow them to flash-cut from analog to 
digital operation on that channel. 


The first three Nebraska Educational TV 
stations have converted early from analog 
operation to DTV on their existing high- 
band VHF channels. Winter weather 
would preclude doing necessary tower 
work in February, so they did it now. 
Expect KTNE-13 and KUON-12 to follow 
suit. 


The Gainesville Sun is reporting WNBW-9 
there has concluded a NBC affiliation 
contract and will begin programming with 
that network shortly after the first of 2009. 
This is a digital-only station; it was noticed 
on the air with an ID slide in early 
September.

Mexico Allowing Many AMs to Migrate to FM 

The Mexican government is giving the majority of AM stations the opportunity to voluntarily migrate to the FM band, subject to the 
availability of frequencies. According to the decision by the Secretaria de Comunicaciones y Transportes, the agency that sets 
communications policy, those stations would have one year from the time of authorization to put their FM station on the air and another 
year to give up their AM frequency and turn in that license. 

There are 1,580 total radio stations in Mexico; 854 are AM and 726 are FM, according to the SCT decision, recently published in the 
Mexican version of the Federal Register. 

Perhaps 20% of AM stations may not be able to take advantage of this program because of the lack of available FM channels, 
particularly in Mexico City, Guadalajara, Monterrey and Tijuana. 

The Mexican government aims to give those AMs that move to the FM band the equivalent power level/coverage area. 

Perhaps our government can take a cue from Mexico as the FCC pores over all those proposals to re-purpose TV Channels 5 and 6 
for AM and FM radio. 


FCC and CRTC must coordinate databases 

The FCC and its Canadian counterparts at the CRTC and Industry Canada try to make sure their databases stay in sync, but every 
once in a while they slip. That happened to CJRI, Fredericton, NB (94.7), which was caught by surprise when a station just across the 
Maine border, WBCQ-FM, Monticello, fired up a couple of months ago on the same channel. The CRTC has now given CJRI a 
temporary new frequency, 104.5, while it coordinates a permanent new home for the religious station.

Well, there just isn’t that much to report this month. Conditions on VHF 
have been very quiet, indeed. There have been a few scattered tropo openings 
along the Gulf and East Coast, but little unusual was reported. 


Despite the sleep-inducing terrestrial conditions, Hams who follow the 
International Space Station (“ISS”) have been enjoying themselves lately. The 
ISS, which has been virtually inactive on the ham bands over the past year or 
two, has started making some noise. Recent visitors, including a “space tourist,” 
have turned the radios on (last | heard, they were using a Kenwood D700), 
operating in FM voice and even slow-scan TV. A ham here in the Memphis area 
caught this picture on 2 meters as the ISS passed overhead one recent Sunday. 


Slow-scan, which passes single-framed images, can be heard from ISS on 
145.80 MHz FM. Voice can be heard on the same frequency, with uplink at 
144.49 MHz FM. All frequencies are +/- Doppler shift, which can occasionally 
make a noticeable difference. 

If you’re listening to ISS passes, you may be surprised how quick, but 
strong, signals can be. Signals (usually under call NA1SS) only last a few 
minutes as the vehicle, which is moving better than 17,000 miles per hour, 
remains within line-of-sight. But, on some passes, | have seen the ISS go full 
scale on my signal meter, which | find amazing, considering they are usually just 
running 5 Watts. 

If you’re lucky enough to catch the Space Station taking calls on FM voice, 
be prepared to work for your contact. The ISS’s footprint covers much of the 
country on a good pass, and there will be lots of competition to get the QSO. | 
made many, many attempts before | finally made a contact in 2006.
